It was discovered this morning 
that a good many who oppose the 
system had marked their ballots op¬ 
posite "No" and thus supported the 
retention of the system.

The first will be occupation by Allied troops of the cities of 
Dusseldorf and Duisbprg, and Ruhrort, at the mouth of the Ruhr, 
twelve miles west of Essen. 

Second, each Allied Country will place such a tax on German 
merchandise as it may deem proper, 

Third, a customs boundary line along the Rhine, under Allied 
control, will be established. 

The German delegation was informed that the only modifica¬ 
tion of the Paris reparations decisions permitted to Germany would 
be as regards conditions of payment, such as a reduction of the 
period of annuities from forty-two years to thirty years. 

Germany's counter-proposals, which 
were submitted to the Allies on Tues¬ 
day, were not susceptible to examina¬ 
tion. Mr. Lloyd George told Dr. Walter 
Simons, head of the German delega¬ 
tion. in substance, after to-day's ses¬ 
sion of the conference had assembled 
at St. James’s Palace at noon. 
Violation. 

Mr. Lloyd George said the attitude 
taken by the Germans regarding re¬ 
parations was, In addition, a grave 
violation of the obligations of Ger¬ 
many toward the Allies. He remind¬

Buenos Ayres, March 2.—The trans¬ 
fer of German vessels to Argentine 
ownership referred to in the British 
House of Commons Tuesday took 
place last January. The vessels then 
were taken over by a new Argentine 
company headed by Dr. Ernesto 
Aguirre, n lawyer, and Antonio M. 
Delfino, shipping agent of the Ham¬ 
burg-South American Line, a German 
corporation. 

His Claim. 

Mr. DeH’ino, who will act as agent 
of the new company, said that he had 
been authorised in 1911 to dispose of 
the ships. He denied that the move 
was designed to avoid the surrender 
of the vesindstotbe filled Rcpura - 

Although Oertnan-owned and offi¬ 
cered, the vessels, according to Mr. 
Delfino, always sailed under the Ar¬ 
gentine flag, having been derated by 
a Hamburg-South American sub¬ 
sidiary. 

One of the^vessels was seized by 
tho British during the war, but later 
was released lifter the claim had been 
presented that she was under the pro¬ 
tection of Argentina.

Ottawa, March 3, 1*21.—The Do¬ 
minion Bureau of Statistics pub¬ 
lishes to-day its annual report on, 
average farm values for the year 1920, 
comprising estimates of the values 
of (1) farm land; (2) farm help; 
(3) farm live stock; and (4) wool. 
These estimates have been compiled 
from the returns of ‘crop corres¬ 
pondents throughout-Canada. 

Averags Values 

According to the returns received, 
the average value of the occupied 
farm lands of Canada, which includes 
both improved and unimproved land, 
together with dwelling houses, barns, 
stables and other farm buildings, is 
$48.00 per acre, as compared with 
$46.00 in 1919, $41.00 In 1918, $38,001 
In 1917, $36.00 In 1916 and $35.00 In 
1915. By provinces, the value in 
1920 is highest In British Columbia, 
viz. $175.00 as against $174 in 1919, 
land in this province having a special 
value due to orcharding and fruit 
growing. In the other provinces, the 
average values of farm lands per 
acre are as follows: Ontario and 
Quebec $70.00; F’rlnce Edward Island 
$49.00; Nova 8cotla $43.00; Manitoba

WILL IT BE INVASION? 


One of (he most outstanding 
dcyclopujents at yesterday’s 
Loudon Conference was the con¬ 
version of Mr, Lloyd Grorge to 
the view that, Germany must he 
. coerced by armed force if she 
, refuses to accept the fundamen 
' tal terms presented to her by the 
Allied Supreme Council, Upon 
every occasion tho British Prime 
Minister has refused to lend him- 
. self to the French plan of in 
vasion. He was totally opposed 
to the occupation of Frankfort 
and Darmstadt and until the 
■' conclusion of the San Remo 
.Conference it looked a-s if the 
1 Entente would have consider¬ 
able difficulty in surviving the 

• uncomfortable • cleavage which 
the precipitate aetion of France 

• had brought about. Much of his 
’ temporary unpopularity among 

the more responsible leaders of 
French political thought and 
practically tho whole of the 
newspaper antagonism which 
his attitude had occasioned are 
traceable to his repeated asser¬ 
tions that neither France nor 
lier Allies could expect to sal- 
’ vage anv of the European 
wreckage by a resort to arms 
against the chief transgressor. 

At the same time it must not 
be supposed that the British 
Prime Minister will unreserved- 
' ly agree to support all the 

• plans which the militarists in 
France would put into oper¬ 
ation with much less provoca¬ 
tion than that involved in Ger¬ 
many’s ridiculous reparations 
proposal. It may- he taken for 
granted that Mr. Lloyd George 
does not propose to shatter 
every hope of squeezing a sub¬ 
stantial sum out of the German 
treasury by a process of coer¬ 
cion that might satisfy the 
French desire to crush her age¬ 
long enemy, but would certain¬ 
ly end in economic disaster for 
the whole of Continental Europe. 

If the German delegates re¬ 
fuse to accept the minimum con¬ 
ditions -demanded hy the Su¬ 
preme Council by Monday next 
Dusseldorf and Duisburg as well 
as the Ruhr region will be occu¬ 
pied hy French and Belgian 
troops and the chief German 
* ports will be blockaded by 
British lighting ships. It is in¬ 
conceivable that Germany will 
carry her defiance to such an 
extent. She must realize that 
Allied occupation of her princi¬ 
pal industrial areas would deal 
a blow to her economic future 
and impose a stigma upon her 
national pride that would re-_ 
quire years to remove. It has 
been Germany's hoast that her 
territory has not -suffered dc, 
spoliation. It is this outward 
evidence -of apparent victory 
that has enabled her to pocket 
her actual defeat with better 
grace. Her defiance may be 
traced to this particular condi¬ 
tion. At the same time the ab¬ 
sence 'of war sears may decide 
her to be reasonable if she still 
rates her pride and national 
spirit worth more than thirty 
billion marks. 

Germany’s action at the Con¬ 
ference lias promoted a common 
bond between the Allied nations. 
It has eliminated the principal 
source of friction between 
Great Britain ami France in that 
they now agree that invasion is 
the only eourse that may bring 
Germany to book. Very prob¬ 
ably this new development 
more than anything else will de¬ 
termine the nature of the reply 
of Dr von Simons.

At the same time the Govern¬ 
ment's attitude does not close 
the door altogether to an event¬ 
ual solution otf civic problems by 
joint action. Sooner or later a 
way will have to be found for 
the reason'that the Province 
cannot afford to permit any 
more of its municipalities go 
into the hands of tlje receiver.

This much 
must be recognized; but because 
the Premier does not see fit to

such as implied in a resolution 
submitted to the Union delegates 
yesterday, 

In the meantime it should be 
more profitable to follow the 
constitutional path in an effort 
to convert the Premier to 
frame of mind that he cannot 
escape eventually,

LIQUOR CONTROL BOARD. 


Information which lias just 
reached the British Government 
discloses the fact that Russian 
Soviet troops havo suppressed 
the revolt in Petrograd and Mos 
cow. This may be quite true, 
but the fact remains that there 
is gaining ground in many parts 
of Russia a movement which in 
tends to destroy the power of 
the Soviet in the not distant fu¬ 
ture. No good purpose will be 
served hy the issuance of pro¬ 
clamations from Moscow to tilt 
effect that reports of disorders 
are the creation of political 
imagination whose interest is 
allied with the fluctuation of 
the stock markets. 

Were the spirit of revolt con¬ 
fined to an isolated area it 
might be interpreted as a local 
quarrel between the Communist 
factious themselves; but the re 
verse is the case. It can he 
taken to mean that the people 
are beginning to realize that the 
Soviet Government eannot live 
up to its promises. The deplor¬ 
able condition to which the 
country has descended under 
Lenine’s regime must be patent 
to the most ignorant Muscovite. 
Ahd while he may be totally ob¬ 
livious of other worlds outside 
of that once ruled by the little 
Father the Russian peasant—a 
great-hearted, peaceful being— 
is as other “ common clay ” when 
he is in need of food and rai¬ 
ment. 

Hopeless destitution and 
growing hunger are a poor com¬ 
bination to win converts to 
Sovietism, or to hold those who 
pinned their faith to the found¬ 
ers of this new “democracy.”

WAR RELIC FOR 
MONTREAL REGIMENT 


Brass 


Plate Bears 
of Heroes 


Names 


Montreal. March 3.—A war relic 
that will bo highly prized has been 
presented to the officers* mess of the 
Royal Montreal Regiment by Capt. A. 
C. liersey. of the Canadian Grenadier 
Guards. It is a brass plate, fash¬ 
ioned from the case of a three-Inch 
shell and inscribed with the names of 
120 officers and men of th,e reglimmt, 
which hud been aittxed to a memorial 
cross erected by/fhe R. M. K. to its 
heroic dead in Jhe Tara Hill (’em© 
tery on the Homme. The plate was 
carved by one of the battalion’s 
N. C. O.’s who had survived the en-> 
gagernent In which the others were 
killed. 

Capt. Hersey. with his wife, was In 
France last year on lus* honeymoon, 
and visited th© battlefields of the 
Homme, where he had also served 
During his tour he went through the 
cemetery at Tara Hill and saw the 
memorial cross. After erection this 
had been subjected more than once 
to enemy shell fire, of which it now 
showed numerous traces. Capt. Her¬ 
esy noticed that tho plate was miss¬ 
ing. On walking round the cross, 
however, bo found the plate lying 
some distance away, scarred bv the 
shell fragments that had torn It away 
from th© cross and which had also 
deeply scarred the cross Itself. Capt. 
HerBey took a photograph of the 
cross, denuded of its plate and with 
its marks of shell fire, and brought the 
plate Itself with its tragic inscription 
back to Canada. This he presented, 
with reproduction of the photo¬ 
graph of the cross, artistically framed 
In a mahogany case, to the officers’ 
mess of the Royal Montreal Regiment.

Mr. Beer says that 
"equally extraordinary is the fact that 
in an Immense tract of country—from 
Singapore to .Mukdeu, Chungking to 
Yokohama—dotted over with foreign 
communities in many of which the 
British largely predominate, there is 
not a single typically British school 
open to the average boy and capable 
of undertaking his education beyond 
the preparatory school age." 

Prospective Cost 

"A school pf 100 boys or more." he 
says, "ail over 14. would be ru?i in 
four or five forms, requiring as many 
< musters and a matron. As in Eng- 
I land, the staff would ’live in.’ recelv- 
! ing board and residence as part re- 
I numeration In the school premises, 
j The total otAlay on salaries for a 
l competent and qualified staff should, 

I therefore, not exceed $12,000 a year. 

| A suitable schooihouse in a ’well 
chosen spot* could be erected and 
equipped for a capital sum not ex¬ 
ceeding $200,000. If ail British sub¬ 
jects in the East could be persuaded 
to subscribe a tenth part of the money 
they would have to pay in England 
in one year by way of income tax, 
the capital rum required would be 
oversubscribed. If we would all put 
aside a hundredth part annually of 
what we should be called upon in 
England to pay as Income tax, ample 
funds would be available to pay for 
a staff.*'

Notice of. Itinerary

Arising, it is believed, out of in¬ 
cidents that occurred during the 
manouevres of large bodies of air¬ 
craft operating with the Atlantic 
i and Pacific Fleets of the American 

I Navy recently in Central American 
waters aircraft commanders and 
pilots are ordered to report thetr in¬ 
tention of visiting a foreign port to 
diplomatic circles In time to have 
that intelligence transmitted through 
| diplomatic channels to the port in 
question. This means virtually that 
all visiting aircraft to this city or to 
the Island will have to give notice in 
advance, if not through diplomatic 
circles, at least through official 
I channels. It ia expected here 
that regular services like that of the 
aerial mall pilot. Kddie Hubbard, 
will not, of course, be included In 
this order. The intention of the or¬ 
der. it is stated, is to acquaint for¬ 
eign ports of the movement of any 
visiting aircraft, so that neither 
alarm or uncertainty should arts* 
from the visit of even large squad - ! 
rons of aeroplanes should cause con¬ 
cern on the grounds of aerial invus- 
ion. - 

The order in question reads: ^ 
“Recrtit incidents which have come 
to the notice of the department indi¬ 
cate the necessity of special caution 
being exercised on the part of all 
force commanders and pilots of air¬ 
craft flights in or about foreign ports 
which would he Interpreted as ob¬ 
servation flights. It is especially im¬ 
portant that the local officials In for¬ 
eign ports be advised In advance of 
prospective movements of our air¬ 
craft. 

“It is. therefore, directed that, the 
itineraries of -aircraft which Include 
visits to foreign ports or territory be 
submitted as far in advance as pos¬ 
sible. In order that necessary notifi¬ 
cation of such visits may be made by 
the department through the diplo¬ 
matic channels.» In addition, it Is di¬ 
rected, should It become necessary to 
depart unexpectedly from an ap¬ 
proved .itinerary, that the senior of¬ 
ficer present involved be at pains to 
notify the local authorities. In ad¬ 
vance, if possible, or. in any case, 
promptly, of such unexpected visit, 
with such explanation or apology as 
the situation may demand. 

“Aircraft visiting foreign ports 
shall conform to the ( r nited States 
m\vy regulations governing the visits 
of naval vessels to such ports.”

Many British 
dustrlal leaders say they believe the 
worst of the recent trade depression 
in Britain has been reached and that 
the outlook Is brighter. 

At the annual meeting of the Bank 
of Liverpool and Martins bank, the 
chairman, Edward Paul, while ad- 
'mitting the extent and severity of the 
existing trade depression, did not 
despair of tbe power of Great Britain 
to emerge at no distant date from the 
difficulties through which it is pass¬ 
ing. 

He said there were some reassur¬ 
ing features and a good deal of sound 
business was being done In various 
directions. The cost of food was 
coming down gradually, and the fall 
In prices In many commodities, while 
Jt caused serious loss to many in¬ 
dividual traders, was a relief to 
other sections of the nation. 

He pointed out to the rise in the 
American exchange as a- favorable 
factor and said, while there had been 
a few failures, the fact that there 
had been no general catastrophe was 
a great tribute to the economic 
stability of the country. 

Frank H. Houlder, chairman of 
the Houlder Shipping Line, presiding 
at the annual meeting or the Line 
said: "My hope and belief is that the 
present depression has been overdone 
and that we may soon look for some 
little rebound which will enable busi¬ 
ness to be resumed and developed, 
with a moderate margin of profit. At 
the moment, however, there is no 
gainsaying the fact that the outlook 
Is very unpromising." 

Lord Colwyn, presiding at the arw 
nual meeting of the Lancashlge ana 
Yorkshire Bank s&id from a trade 
standpoint 1821 had opened In de¬ 
pression. but he could see no reason 
to be unduly despondent about the 
future. 1-anoashlre had weathered 
worse storms in the past. 

81r Herbert Austin, of the Austin 
Motor Company, said there was a cer¬ 
tain amount of depression In the 
motor trade, and throughout the 
country at present, but be was cer¬ 
tain that the majority of firms In the 
trade were selling more cars to-day 
than they did in the same time of the 
year previous to the war. "I believe,” 
he .continued, "we have come to the 
bottom of the depression,* and that we 
are going to see a recovery in our 
particular trade and in many other 
trades of the country.” 

11. Dixon, presiding at the annual 
meeting of James Tattersall and Sons, 
cotton manufacturers, said Germany 
must be got moving again before 
there could be any real steady trade. 
Given that, with the excess profit 
tax out of the way, and the bank 
rate reduced, he thought there would 
be a very prosperous trade. *• 

F. J. Btackmore. president of the 
National Chamber of Trade, said: "I 
can promise the country ■ that food 
prices are going to fall much lower 
than they are at the present time. 
The index figure at the Ministry of 
Labor Is now 11 points down from the 
I forecast
